Friend Dr, Spencer, who bequeathed 
them as a precious Legacy to my Father, 
then Biſhop ,of London; after whoſe 
Death they reſted in myhand, till Dr, 46- 
bot, then Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
commanded them out of my Cuſtody, 
authorizing Dr, Foehn Barkeham to re- 
quire and bring them to him to Lam- 
beth ; at which time I-haye heard they 
were put into the Biſhops Library, and 
that they remained there till the Martyr- 
dom of Archbiſhop LZard, and were then 
by che Brethren of that Faction giyen 
with the Library to Hugh Peters, as a

Exeter, and Uncle to our Richard,

(of which he wasa Fellow) for 
adhering to the Truth »f thoſe. 
Principles of Religion, to which 
he had aſlented in the days of her 
Brother and Predeceflour Edward 
theSixth; and he having now a 
jult cauſe co fear a more heavy pu- 
/ niſhment than Expulſion, was

with that ſafery the enjoyment of 


thac Doctrine and Worſhip for 
which he ſuffer d, But

of Queen Elizabeth ; in which year 
this John Jewell was ſent a Com- *# 
miſs1o0ner or Viſitor of the Chur- 
ches of the Weitern parts of this 
Kingdom, and eſpecially of thole 
in Devon-ſhire, 1n w.21ch County 
he was born, and then and chere 
he contracted a friendſhip wich 
Jobn Hooker the Uncle of our Ri- 
chard. 
Inthe third year of her Reign | 
this John Jewell was made Biſhop | 
of Salubury, and rhere being al- 
ways obſerved in him a willing- 
nels 
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neſs to oblige his Friends, and 
now a power added to it, John 
Filooker gave hima Vilit in Salzs- 
bury, and beſought him for Charity's 


fake to look favourably upon a poor Nes 


phew of h1s, whom Nature had fitted 
for a Scholar, but the Eſtate of bus Pa- 
rents Was fo narrow, that they were 
unable to give him the advantage 0 
Learning ; and that the Biſhop woul 4 
therefore become his Patron, and pres 
Tent him from being a Tradeſman ; for 
he was a boy of remarkable hopes. And 
chough the Biſhop knew men do 
not look with an indifferent eye 
upon their own Children and Re- 


lations, yet he aflented fo far to 


Jobn Hooker, that he appointed the 


Boy and his Schoolmaſter ſhould 
attend him about Eaſter next fo]- 
lowing at that place, which was 
done accordingly; and then after 

{ome 
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ſome Queſtions and Obſervations 


of theBoys oravity and behaviour, 


the Biſhop gave his Schoolmaſter 
4 reward, and took order for an 
annual Penſion for the Boy's Pa- 
rents, promiſtng allo to take him 
into his care for a future prefer- 
ment , which was performed; 
for avout the fourteenth year of 


hiisage, which was 4170 1567, he 


was by the Biſhop appointed to 
remove to Oxford, and there ro 


attend Dr. Cole, then Preſident of 


Corpis-Chriſt: College. Which he 
did; and Dr. Cole had* (according 
co a Promiſe made to the Biſhop) 
provided for him borh a Tutor 


(which was ſaid to be Dr. John 


Reyolds) and a Claiks Place in 


chat College: witch Place,though 


it were nota full maintenance, yet 
with the Cont:tibution of his' 
Uncle, 
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Uncle, and the continued Penſion 
of his Patron the good Biſhop, it 
oave him a comfortable Subſiſt- 
ence. And in this condition he 
continued unto the Eighteenth 
year of his age, ſtill increaſing in 
Learning and Prudence, and fo 
much in Hamility and Piety, that 
he ſeemed to be filled with the 
Holy Ghoſt even from his Mo- 
thers womb, who did often bleſs 
the Day in which ſhe bare him. 
About this time of his age he 
| fell into a dangerous Sickneſs, 
| .. Which laſted two moneths ; all 
{ which time his Mother, having 
notice of it, did in her hourly 
prayers as earneſtly beg his Lite of 
God, as the Mother of S. Auguſtine 
did that he mig'ut become a true 
Chriſtian, and their prayers were 
both ſo heard as to be granted.

Which Mr. Hooker would often 
mention with much joy, and as 
often pray that he might never live to oc- 
caſion any ſorrow to his good Mother, 
whom he loved ſo dearly, that he would 
endeavour to be good even as much for 
hers as for his own ſake. 

As {oon as he was perfectly re- 
covered from this Sickneſs, he 
rook a journey from Oxford to Exe: 
rer, to faticfie and ſee his good 
Mocher, being accompanied with 
a Countreyman and Companion 
of his own College, and both on 
foot ; which was then either more 
in faſhion, or want of Money, or 
their Humility made it ſo : But 
on toot they went, and took Salts 
bury 1n their way , purpolely to 
ſee the good Bihop, who made 
Mr. Hooker and his Companion 
dine with him at his own Table ; 
which 
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which Mr. Hooker boaſted of with 
much joy and gratitude when he 
 faw his Mother and Friends : 
* Andatthe Biſhops parting with 
| him, the Biſhop gave him good 
counſel and his Benediction, buc 
torgot to givehim Money ; which 
when the Biſhop had conlidered, 
he ſent a Servant in all haſte to 
call Richard back to him, and at 
Richards return the Biſhop ſaid, 
Richard, I ſent for you back to 
lend you a Horſe, which hath car- 
ried memany a mile, and Ithank 
God with much eaſe; and pre- 
{ently delivered into his hand a 
Walking-ſtaff; with which he pro- 
tefled he had travelled chrough 
many parts of Germany ; and he 
laid, Richard, T do not give, but lend, 
you my Horſe ; be ſure you be honeſt, 
and bring my Horſe back to me at your 

C2 return 
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rethyn this way to Oxford. And 1ds 
1 mow give you ten Groats to bear your 
hat chaxges to Exeter , and here 15 ten 
hl Groats more, Which I charge you to delis 
ver to. your Mother, and tell ber, T ſend 
her a Biſhops bleſsing with it, and beg 
the continuance of her prayers for me. 
And if you bring my Horſe back to me, 
I'will give you ten Groats more to carry 
Jou on foot to the College; and ſo God 
bleſs you, g00d Richard. 

And this, you may believe, 
was performed by both Parties. 
But, alas! the next news that fol- 
lowed Mr. Hooker to Oxford was, 
that his learned and charitable 
Patron had changed this for a bet= | 
ter Life, Which may be belie- |} 
ved, for that as he lived, ſo he 
dicd, in devout meditation and 
prayer ; and 1n both ſo zeloully, 
that it became a religious queſti- 
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on, Whether his laſt Ejaculations, 
or his Soul, did firſt enter into 
Heaven ? 

And now Mr. Hooker became a 
Man of Sorrow and Fear ; of Sor- 
row, for the loſs of ſo dear and 
comfortable a Patron ; and of 
Fear, for his furure Subliftence. 
But Dr. Cole raiſed his ſpirits from 
this dejection, by bidding him go 


cheerfully to his Studies, and aflu- 


_ ring him he ſhould neither want 


Food nor Raiment, (which was 
the utmolt of his hopes) for he. 
would become his Patron. 

And ſo he was for about nine 
moneths, and not longer; for 
abour that time this following ac- 
cident did befall Mr. Hooker. 

Edwin Sandys (then Biſhop of 
London, and afrer Archbiſhop of 
York) had alſo been in the days of

Wy tion; where for many years Bi- 
ſhop Jewell and he were Compa- 
nions at Bed and Board in Germa- 
1y, and where 1n this their Exile 
they did often eat the bread of lor- 
row, and by that means they there | 
began {uch a friend{hip, as laſted | 
till che death of Biſhop Jewell, | 
which was 1571. Alittlebefore 
which time the two Biſhops meet- || 
ing, Jewell began a ſtory of his Ri= | 
chari Hooker, nd i In it gave {ſuch a \ 
Character i. his Learning and 
Manners, that . though Biſhop 
 Sardys was educated in Cambridge, 
where he had obliged and had l, 
many Friends; yet © reſolution 
was, thathis Son Edwin ſhould be 
ſent io Cor pus-Chriſti College in Ox- 
ford, and by a'! means be Pupil ro 
Mr, 
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Mr. Hooker, though his Son Edwim 
was then almoſt of the ſame Age, 
for the Biſhop laid, T wil have a 
Tutor for my Son that ſhall teach him 
Learning by Inſtruction, and Virtue by 
Example ; and my greate# care ſhall be 
of the laſt, and (God Willing) this 
Richard Heoker ſhall be the Man into 
Whoſe hands 1 will commit my Edwin. 
And the Biſhop did {ſo abour 
twelve moneths after this reſo- 
lution. 

And doubtleſs as tothele two a 
better choice could not be made; 
for Mr. Hooker was now in the 
nineteenth year of his age, had 
{ſpent five 1n the Univerſity, and 
had by a conſtant unwearied dil1- 
gence attained unto a perfection 
in allche learned Languages ; and 
by the help of chem, an excellenc 


Tucor, and an unintermitted

him, and uletul for the diſcovery 
of ſuch Learning as lay hid from 
common Searchers; ſo that by

(ih He did not onely know more, but what 
|= he knew he knew better than other men. 
[91 And with this Knowledge he had 


a moſt blefled and clear Method 
of Demonſtrating what he knew, 
to the great advantage of all his 
Pupils, (which in time were ma- 
ny) but eſpecially to his two fir{t, 
his dear Edwin Sandys, and his as 
dear George Cranmer , of which 
there will be a fair Teſtimony 1n 
the enſuing Relation. 

This for his Learning. And for 
his Behaviour, amongſt other 
Teſtimonies this ſtill remains of 

TR 
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him, That in four years he was 
| but twiceabſent from the Chapel 
' prayers; and that his Behaviour 
' there was ſuch as ſhewed an awful 
reverence of that God which he 
then worſhipped and prayed to ; 
oiving all outward teſtimonies 
that his Aﬀections were ſet on 
heavenly things. 'This was his 
Behaviour towards God ; and for 
thatto Man, it is oblervable that 
he was never known to be angry, 
or paſsi1onate, or extreme in any 
of his Defires; never heard to re- 
pinc or diſpute with Providence, 
bur by a quiet gentle ſubmiſsion 
bore the burthen of the day with 
patience; never heard to utter an 
uncomly word : and by this and 
a grave Behaviour, which 15a Di- 
vine Charm, he begot an early 
Reverence unto his Perſon, even 
from 
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from thoſe that at other times, 
and in other companies, took a 
liberty co caſt off char ſtrictnels of 
Behaviour and Diſcourſe that 1s 
required in a Collegiate Life. 
And when he took any liberty to 
be pleaſant, his Wit was never 
blemiſhrt with Scothng, or the ut- 
rerance of any Conceit that bor- 
derd upon, or might begeta 
thought of Looſneſs in his hear- 
ers. Thus innocent and exem- 
plary was his Behaviour in his 
College, and thus this Good man 
continued till his death, ſtill in- 
creaſing in Learning, inPatience, 
and Plety. 

In this nineteenth year of his 
age he was choſen, December 24. 
1573, to be one of the twenty 
Scholars of the Foundation, being 


elected and admitted as born in © 


Depan« 


. 
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Devon-ſhire, out of which County 
4 certain number are to be elected 
in Vacancies by the Founders Sta- 
tutes. Andnow he was much en- 
couraged, for now he was pertect- 
ly incorporated into this beloved 
College, which was then noted for 
an eminent Library, ſtri& Stu- 
dents, and remarkable Scholars. 


| And indeed ic may glory, that it 


had Biſhop Jewel, Doctor John 
Reynolds, and Doctor Tho. fackſon 
of that Foundation; The Firſt, 
famous by his Learned Apologie 
tor the Churchof Eno/and, and his 
Defence of it againſt Harding. The 
Second, for the learned and wile 
Menage ot a publique Diſpute 
with John Hart about the Head 
and Faich of the Church,and now 
printed. And the Third , for his 
molt excellent Expoſition of the 

Crecd. 
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Creed, and other Treatiſes : All 
{uchas have given greatelt ſatisfa- 
tion to men of the greateſt Lear- 
ning. Nor was this man more 
Note-worthy for his Learning, 
than for his ſtrict and pious Lite, 


teſtified by his abundant love and 


charity toall men. 

And in the year 1576. Febr. 23. 
his Grace was given him for Ty- 
ceptor of Arts, Do&or Herbert Weſt- 
phaling, a man of note for Learn- 
ing, being then Vice-chancellour. 
The Ac tollowing he was com- 
pleated Maſter , which was Anno 
1577 his Patron Doctor Cole be- 
ing Vice-chancellour that year, 


and his dear friend Henry Savill of | 
Merton College being then one of | 


the Proctors. 'TI'was that Henry 
Savill,chat was after Sir Hen:Savill, 


Warden of Merton College, and Pro- 
yolt

voſt of Eaton : He which founded 
in Oxford two famous Le&ures, 
and endowed them with liberal 
maintenance. | 

"T was that Sir Henry Savill,that 
tranſlated and enlightned the An- 
nals of Cornelius Tacitus, with a molt 
excellent Comment ; and enrich- 
ed the world by his laberious and 
chargeable colleQting the ſcatter'd 
pieces of S. Chryſotome, and the 
publication of them in oneentire 
Body in Greek; in which Lan- 
ouage he was a moft judicious 
Critick. *'I was this Sir Hen:Sayil, 
that had the happineſle ro be 2 
Contemporary, and familiar 
friend to Mr. Hooker, and let Po- 
ſerity know it. | 

And in this year of 1577. he 
was choſen Fellow ofthe College; 
Happy alſo in being the Contem- 


porary 
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porary and Friend of Dr. John Rey- 
nolds, of whom I have lately ſpo- 
ken; and of Dr. Spencer : both 


which were after,and ſucceſsively, 


made Preſidents of Corpns-Chriſts 
College; men of great Learning 
and Merit, and famous 1n their 
Generations. 

Nor was Mr. Hooker more hap- 
py in his Contemporaries of his 
Time and College, than in the 
Pupillage and Friendſhip of his 
Edwin Sandys and George Cranmer ; 
ot whom my Reader may note, 
that this Edwin Sandys was after 
Sir Edwin Sandys, and as famous 
for his Speculum Eurspe, as his bro- 
ther George for making Polterity 
beholden to his Pen by a learned 
Relation and Comment on his 
remarkable Travels . and for his

harmonious Tranllation of the 


Palms 
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Pſalms of David, the Book of Job, 
and other. Poetical parts of Holy 
Writ, into moſt high and elegant 
Verſe. And for Cranmer, his 
other Pupil, .I ſhall reter my Rea- 
der to the Teſtimonies of our 
learned Mr. Cambden, the Lord 
Tottenes, Fines, Moriſon, and others. 

«This Cranmer, whoſe Chriſten 
©name was George, was a Gentle- 
« manot fingular hopes, the eldeſt 
« Son of Thomas Cranmer, Son of 
« Edward Cranmer,the Archbiſhops 
« Brother : he ſpent much of his 
«© Youth inCorpus-Chrijti College in 
* Oxford, where he continued 
« Maſter of Arts for many years 
© before he removed, and then 
**betook himlelt to Travel, ac- 
*companyling that worthy Gen- 
*tleman Sir Edwin Sandys into 
* France, Germany, and Italy, tor the 
| ſpace 
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« ſpace of three years; and after 
<« their happy return he betopk 
« himſelfro an Imployment under 
« Secretary Daviſon, after whole 
(Fall he went in place of Secre- 
«tary with Sir Henry Killigrew 1n 
« his Embaſlage into France; and 
«after his death he was ſought af- 
«ter by the moſt Noble Lord 
«© Mount-Joy, with whom he went 


*< into Ireland, where he remained 


* untill ina battel againſt the Re- 
«© bels, near Carlingford, an unfor- 
*«tunate wound put an end both 
*to his Lite, andthegreat Hopes 
« that were conceived of him. 
Betwixt Mr. Hooker and theſe 
his two Pupils there was a ſacred 
Friendſhip, aFriendſhip madeup 
of Religious Principles, which 
increaſed daily by a ſ1milicude of 


Inclinations to the ſame Recrea- 
tions 
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tions and Studies; a Friendſhip 
elemented in Youth , and in an 
Univerſity, free from ſelf-ends, 
which uſually the Friendſhips of 
Age are not : and in this (ſweet, 
this bleſled, hits ſpiritual Amity 
they went on for many yeats ; 
and, as the holy Prophet ſaith, ſo 
they took ſweet counſel together, and 
walked in the Flouſe of God as 
Friends. By which means they 
improved it to ſuch a degree of 
Amiryas bordered upon Heaven, 
A Frienſhip ſo facred, that when 1 it 
ended in this world, it began in 
the next, where it ſhall have no 
end. 

And, though this World can- 
not give any degree of Pleaſure 
equal ro ſuch a Fricadſhip, yet 
Obedience to Parents, anda deſire 


to know the Afﬀairs,and Magners,

the ſame Spirit with which they 
were written; and he would oft- 
ten ſay, The Scripture was not Writ to 

 beget Pride and Diſputations, and Ops 
poſition to Government ; but Fuxulity, 
and Obedience, and Peace, and Piety 
in Mankind. And that this was. 
really his Judgment, did appear in 
his future Writings, andin all the 
Actions of his Life. Nor was 
this excellent man a ſtranger to 
the more light and aery parts of 
Learning, as Muſick and Poetry ; 
all which he had digeſted and 
made uſeful, and ofall which the 
Reader will have a fair teſtimony * 
1n what follows. 

Thus he continued his Studies 
in all quictneſs for the ſpace of 
three or moreyears; about which 
ume he entered into Sacred Or- 


ders, and was made Deacon and 
D 2 Prieſt ; 


$a Mota. 
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Prieſt ; and not long after, in 
obedience to the College Statutes, 
he was to preach either at S. Peters 
Oxford, or at S. Pauls Croſs London, 
and thelaſt fell to his allotment. 
In order to which Sermon, to 


London he came, and immediately 


ro the Shunamites honſe ; which isa 
Houſe ſo called, for that, beſides 
the Stipend paid the Preacher, 
there is proviſion made allo for 
his Lodging and Dier two days 
betore and one day after his Ser- 
mon ; this Houſe was then kept 
by John Churchman , ſometimes a 


* Draper of good note in Watlins- 
ſtreet, upon whom Poverty had ar 


laft come likean armed man, and 
brought him into a Necelsitous 
condition; which, thought be 
a puniſhment, 1s not always an 
argument of Gods disfavour, for 


he

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he was a good man : I ſhall not 
yet give the like teſtimony of his 
Wife, but leave'the Reader ro 
judge by what follows. But to 
this Houſe Mr. Hooker came {o 
wet, ſo weary, and weather- 
beaten, that he was never known 
ro expreſs more paſsion, than 
againlt a Friend that difluaded 
him from Footing it to London, 
and for finding him no eaſter an 
Horle, ſuppoſing the Horle trot- 
ted when hedid not; and at this 
time allo ſucha Fainrneſs and Fear 
poſſeit him, that he would nor be 
perſuaded two days Quietneſs, or 
any other means could be uſed to 
make him able to preach his Sun- 
days Sermon : but a warm Bed, 


andReſt, and Drink proper fora 


Cold given him by Mrs. Church: 
nn, and her diligent Attendance 


D 3; added 
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added unto it, enabled him to per- 
form the office of the day; which 
was 1n orabout the year 1581. 
And in this fir{t publick appea- 
rance tothe World, he was not fo 
happy as to be free from Excepti- 
ons againſt a point of Doctrine 
delivered 1n his Sermon, which 
was, That m God there were two Ws, 
an Antecedent, and a Conſequent Wll ; 
bu firſt Will that all mankind ſhould be 
ſaved ; but his ſecond Will was, that 
thoſe onely ſhould be ſaved that did live 
anſwerable to that degree of Grace Which 
he had offered or afforded them. This 
ſeemed to croſs a late Opinion of 
Mr. Calvins, and then taken for 
granted by many that had not a 
Capacity to examine it, as it had 
been by him, and hath been {1nce 
by Dr. Fackſen and Dr. Hammond, 
who beiicye that a contrary Opi- 
n1on 
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nion trenches upon the Honour 


and Juſtice of God. How he 
juſtifhed this, I will not undertake 
ro declare; but it was not excepted 
againſt (as Mr. Hooker declares in 
his Anſwer ro Mr. Travers) by 
John Elmer, then Biſhop of London, 
at this time one of his Auditors, 
and at laſt one of his Advocates 
roo, When Mr. Hooker was accuſed 
for it. 

But the Juſtilying of this Do- 
Etrine did not proveot ſo bad con- 
ſequence, as the Kindneſs of 
Mrs. Churchmans curing him of his 
Jace Diſtemper and Cold; for that 
was ſo gratctully apprehended by 
Mr. Hooker, that he thought him. 
{elf bound in conlcience to belieye 
all chat ſhe ſaid, {o that the Good 
man came to be perluaded by her, 


that be was a man of a tender conſtity-

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tion, and that it Was beſt for him to 
have a Wife, that might prove a Nurſe 
to bim, ſuch an one as might both 
prolong his life, and make it more com- 


for table ; and fuch a one ſhe could and 


World pr ovide for him, if he thought fit 
tomarry, And he not con{1dering 
that the children of this world are wiſer 
m their generation than the children of 
light, but, like a true Nathanael, 
fea ring no guile, becauſe he meant 
none, did oiveher ſuch a power as 
Eleazar was truſted with when he 
was ſent co chuſe a Wite for Tſaac ; 
for herruſted her to chule for him, 
promiſing upon a fair ſummors 
to return to London, and accept of 
her choice.

And to theſe Undertakings the 
Non-conformiſts of this Nation 
were much encouraged and 
heightened by a Correſpondence 
and Confederacy with that Bro-

mon, She was like an untamed Heys

fer, that would not be ruled by Gods

people, but obſtructed his Diſcipline. 
And in Scotland they were more 
confident, for there They decla- 
red her an Atheiſt, and grew to 
fuch an height, as not to be ac- 


countable for any thing ſpoken

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againſt her, nor for 1reaſon againſt 
their own King, if ſpoken in the Puls 
pit ; ſhewingar lait luch a dilobe- 
diene to him, that his Mother 
being in Znzland, and then 1n di- 
ſtreſs, andin priſon, and in dan- 
ger of Death, the Church denied 
the King their prayers for her : 
and at another time, when he had 
appointed a Day of Feaſting, the 
Church declared for a general 
Faſt, in oppoſition to his Autho- 
rity. 
To this height they were 
grown in both Nations, and by 
theſe means there was dil{till'd in- 
xo the minds of the Common 
people luch other venemous and 
tarbulenc Principles, as were in- 
conliſtent with the fafery of the 
''E Church and State: and theſe 
LY | venred yentart'& fo daringly, that, befide | 
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the loſs of Life and Limbs, they 


wee forced to ule ſuch other Se- 
verities as will not admit of an 
Excuſe, if it had not been to pre- 
vent Confuſion, and the conſe- 
quence of it, which without ſuch 
prevention would have been Ru- 
ineand Milery to this numerous 
Nation. 

Theſc Errours and Animolities 
were fo remarkable, that they 
begot wonder in an ingenious Ita- 
lian, who being abour this time 
come newly into this Nation, 
writ pleaſantly toa Friend in his 
own Countrey, © That theCome. 
« mon people of England were wi 
<« fer than the wilelt of his wiſer 
<< Nation; for here the very Wo- 
« men and Shopkeepers were able 
* to judge of Predeſtination, and 
** determine what Laws were fit 

ro 
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*« ro be made concerning Church- 
«© oovernmear, then what were 
«ft ro be obeyed or aboliſhr. 
« That they were more able (or 
< atleaſt thought ſo) to raiſe and 
& determine perplext Caſes of 
* Conlcience, than the wilelt of 
« the moſt learnedColleges 1n1taly. 
*©That men of the flighceſt Lear- 
« ning, and the moſt Ignorant of 
«© the Common people, were mad 
* for a Shper- or Re-reformation of 
«Religion; and thar 1n this they 
« appeared like that man, Who would 
© never ceaſe to Whet and whet his knife, 
« till there Was no Steel left to make it 
© ufeful. And he concluded his ' 
Letter with this Obſervation, 
© That thole very men that were 
© molt buſte in Oppoittions, and 
«© Diſputations, and Controver. 
*« fies, had uſually the leaſt of Hu- 


mility 
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© milicy and Mortification, or of 
« the power of Godlinels. 

And to heighten all cheſe Dif- 
contents and Dangers, there was 
allo ſprung up a Generation of 
Godlels men ; men. that had fo

| Bleſſed motions of his Spirit, and 


the inward light of their own 
Conſciences, that they had there- 
by ſinned themſelves into a Belicf 
which they would, but could not 
believe, inco a Belict which 1s not 
In Nature, (for the Heathens be- 
lieve that there are many Gods) 
into a Belief that there 1s no God. 
Iato this Reprobate condition 
many had then finned them- 
{clves. 

And now when the Church 
was peſtered with them, and wich 
all theſe other Irregularicies, when 


her 
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her Lands were in danger of Alic- 
nation, her Power at  leafl neg- 
lected, and herPeace torn to pic- 
ces by leveral Schiſms, and ſuch 
Hereftes as do uſually atcend that 
fin; When the Common people 
ſeemed ambitious of doing thoſe 
very things that were attended 
with moſt daagers, that thereby 
they might be applauded and pit- 
tied, waenthey called the Spirir 
of Oppolition a Tender Conlci- 
ence, and complained of Perſecu- 
Lion brecuwll they wanted power 
to perſecute others : When the 
oiddy Mulvitude raged, and be- 
came reltle(s to bel our Miſery 
for themſelves and others; and 
the Rabble would herd themſelves 
rogether, and would govern and 
act in {pight ot Authority. In 
this Extremity, Fear, and Danger 


of 
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of the Church and Stare, whea to 
 lſupprels thegrowing Eviisof both 
| they necded a man of Prudence & 
Piety, and of an high and tearleſs 
Fortitude, they \ were bleſt in all 
by Jobn Whiteift his being made 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury . of 
whom Sir Hen. Wotton (that knew 
him well)gives this crueCharacter, 
That he was a man of Reverend and 
Sacred memory, and of the Primitive 
cemper :- ſuch a temper, as When the 
Church by lowlineſs of Spirit did flouriſh 
mn high examples of Virtue. 

And though I dare not under- 
take to addeto his Character, yer 
I (hall neither doright co this Dil- 
courſe, nor to my Reader, 1t I

Manners of this Excellent Man :

John Whitgift was born in the

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The Queens patient hearing 


this affeftionare Speech, and ker 
future carc to preſerve the Chur- 
ches Rights, which till then had 
been neglected, may appear a fair 
Teſtimony, that he made hers 
and the Churches Good the chief- 


eſt of his cares, and that ſhe allo 


thought (o. And of this there 
were ſuch daily teſtimonies given, 
as begot betwixt them ſo mutual 
a joy and confidence, that they 
ſeemed born to believe and do 
good to each other; ſhe not 
doubting his Piety to be more 
than all his Oppolers, which were 
many; nor his Prudence equal to 
the chietclt of her Council, who 
were then as remarkable for Wit 
dom, as thoſe dangerous Times 
did require, or this Nation did 
everenjoy. And in this condition 
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he continued twenty years; in 
which time he {aw ſome Flow- 
ings, but many more Ebbings of 
her Favour towards all men that 
oppoled him, eſpecially the Earl 
of Leceſter : ſo that God ſeemed 
{till ro keep him in her Favour, 
that he might preſerve the remain- 
ing Church Lands and Immuni- 
ties from Sacrilegious Alienations, 
And this Good man deſerved all 
the Honour and Power with 
which ſhe truſted him, for he 
was a Pious man, and naturally 
of Noble and Grateful Principles : 
he eaſed her of all her Church- 
cares by his wiſe Menage of them; 
 hegave her faithful and prudent 
Counſels in all the Extremities 
and Dangers of her Temporal 
Afﬀairs, which were many ; he 
lived to be the chief Comtort of 
SOON SV 7s ge Sa 
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her Life in her Declining age, to 
be then moſt frequently with her, 
and her Aſiltant at her private 
Devotions, to be the greateſt 
Comfort oft her Soul upon her 
Death-bed, to be preſent at the 
Expiration ot her laſt Breath, and 
to behold the ciolins of thole Eyes 
' that had lons looked upon him 
with Reverence and Afection. 
And let this alio be added, thart he 
was the Chief Mourner ac her ſad 
Funeral; nor ler this be forgot- 
ren, that withina few hours af- 
ter her death, he was the happy 
Proclaimer, that King James (her 
peaceful Succeflour) was Heir to 
the Crown. | 

Let me beg of my Reader to 
allow me to lay a little, and but a 
liccle, more of this good Biſhop, 
and I ſhall chen prelently Tead him 
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Mr. Ricyarp Hooker, Sy 
back to Mr. Hooker; and, becauſe 
I would haften, I will mention 
but one part ofthe Biſhops Cha- 
ry and Humiltty, but this of 
both : He built a large Almes- 


houſe near to his own Houle at 
Croydon 1n Swrrey, and endowed it

King James ſettled in peace, and |:

Bed in a declining condition and 
very weak, and after ſome ſhort 
diſcourſe, 4 
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dticourſe, the King aſtured hn 
{He had a great Aﬀe "ut for kim, 2 
hioh value » for bis Prudence and Virtues, 
and would bes his Life of God. To 
'which he replied, Pro Eccleſia Det. 
Pro Feeleſta Det: which were the 
Jaſt words he ever {pake, therein 
teltifying, that as in his Life, lo 
at his Death, his chiefeſt care was 
of Gods Church. 

This John Whitoift was made 
Archbiſhop in the year 1583. In 

which buſy place, he conttaued 
twenty years and ſome Mmonetas ; 
and in which time you may de- 
lieve he had many Tryals of his 
Courage and Patience; But h:s 
Motto was; Vinci, quit patituy. 

And he madeit good. Many 
ef his many Trials were occaſton- 
cd by the then powertut Ez o 
#.CU elter, who did {nll (but | e- 

: (> 2 Sk 
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cretly) raiſeand cheriſh a Faction 
of Non contormiſts tro oppoſe 
him; eſpecially one Thomas Cart- 
wright, a man ofnoted Learning, 
fomerime Contemporary with 
the Biſhop in Cambridze, and of 
che ſame College, of which the 
Biſhop had been Maſter ; in which 
place there began ſome Emulati- 
ons, (the particulars I forbear ) 
and at Jal{t open and high Oppolt- 
tions betwixt them ; and in which 
you may believe Mr. Cartwright 
was molt faulty, it his Expulſion 
out of the Univerlity can incline 
you tO It. 

And in this diſcontent after the 
Earls death (which was 1588) 
Mr. Cartwright appeared a chiet 
Cheriſher of a Party that were for 
the Geneva Church-government ; 
and to effte&t ir, he ran himſelf into 

2 many 
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many . dangers bath of Lecrty 
and Lite; appearing at the laſt to 
jultife himlelt and his Party in 
many Remonſtrances, which he 
cauſed to be printed, and ro which 
the Biſhop made a frlt Anlwer, 
and Cartwricht replied upon him; 
and then the Bithop having re- 
joyned to his Reply, Mr. Cart- 
Wr12ht either was,or was perſuaded 
to be, fatisfhed ; for he wrote no 
more, but left the Reader to be 
judge which nad maintained their 
Cauſe with molt Charity and 
Reaſon. After ſome filence, 
Mr. Cartwright received from the 
Biſhop many perſonal Favours, 
and retired himielt co a more pri- 
vate Living, which was at War- 
Wick, waere he lived quietly, and 
orew rich, and where the Biſhop 
gave him a Licence to Preach, 
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LIPON promiſe not to meddle with 
Controverſies, but incline his 
Hearers to Piety and Moderation ; 
and this Promiſe he kepr during 
his Life, which ended 1602, the 
Biſhop {urviving him bur one 
vear, each ending his days in per- 
tet Charity with the other. 

And now after this long Di. 
preſgion made for the Information 
of my Reader concerning what 
follows, I bring him back to ve- 
nerable Mr. Hockey, where welel: 
him 1n the Tempie, and where we 
hall find him as accply engaged 
ina Controvertie with Walter Tre- 
vers, a Friend and Favorite of 
Mr. Cartwrights, asthe Bilhop had 
ever Leews Girk Mr. Cartwright 
himſelf; and of which I ſhall 


procecd to give this following ac- 
COnne.:

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And firſt this; That though 
the Pens of Mr. Car twright and tha ; 
Biſhop were now ar, relt, yetthere 
was ſprung upa new Generation 
of reltle(s men, that by Company 
and Biemows became poſleſt of 
a Faith which they ought to have 
kept to themſelves, but could nor ; 
men that were become poſitive in 
aſſerting That a Papiſt cannot be [a- 
ved : na that about this 
time at the Execution of the 
Queen of Scots, the Biſhop thar 
preached her Funeral Sermon 
(which was Dr. Dove, tnen B1- 
ſhop of Peterboroyzh) was reviled 
for. not bring poſtrive for her 
Damnation. And behde this 
Boldnels of their becoming Gods, 
{ſo far as to let limits to his Mer- 
cies; there was not onely Mt: 
Aar-prelate, but other venemo:1; 
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Books daily printed and diſper- 
{ed ; Books that were {o ablurd 
and {currilous, that the graver 
Divines di{dained them an An- 
{wer. Andyer thele were grown 
into high eſteem with the 
Cemmon people , till Tem Naſh 
appeared againlt them all, who 
wasa man ofafſharp wir, and the 
maſter of a ſcoffing Satyrical mer- 
ry Pen, which he imployed to d1l- 
cover the Abſurdities of thoſe 
plind malitious fenfleſs Pam- 
Paners, and Sermons as ſenſleſs as 
we Nafh his Anſwers being like 
his Books, which bore thele T1- 
les, An Sid for Parrot. A Fig 
for my God-ſon. Come crack me this 
Nut, and the like : ſo that his 
merry Wit made ſuch a diſcovery 
of their Abſurdities, as (which is 


ttrange) he put a greater ſtop to 
theſe 


ms at 
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chele malitious Pamphlets, than 
2 much wiſer man had been 
able. 

And now the Reader 1s totake 
notice, That atthe Death of Father 
Alvie, who was Maſter of the Tems- 


ple, this Walter Trevers was Leetu- 


rer there forthe Evening Sermons, 
which he preacht with great ap- 
probat:on, eſpecially ofthe youn- 
ger Gentlemen of that Society ; 
and for the moſt part approved by 
Mr. Hooker himſelf, in the midſt of 
their oppolxions. For he conti- 
nued Lecturer a part of his time, 
Mr.Trevers being indeed a man of 
competent Learning, of awin- 
ning Behaviour, and of a blame- 
lefle Lite. Bur he had raken Or- 
caers by the Presbyteric 1n Antwerp, 
and 1t in any thing he was tran(- 
ported, it was 1n an extreme delire 
ro 
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to ſet up that Government 1n this 
Nation : For the promoting of 
which, he had a correſpondence 
with Theodore Bezaat Geneva, and 
others in Scotland; and was one of 
the chiefeſt aſsi{tants to Mr. Cart- 
wright in that Deſign. 

Mr. Trevers had allo a particu- 
Iar hope to ſer up this Govern- 
ment in the Tempte,and tothat end 
uſed his endeavours to be Maſter 
ot it, and his being diſappointed 
by Mr. Hookers admittance, pro- 
ved lome occaſion of oppolition 
betwixt them, 1n their Sermons. 
Many of which were concerning 
the Doctrine, Diſciphine,andCere- 
monies of this Church : Inlomuch 
that,as one hath plealantly expreſt 
it, The Forenoon Sermon ſpake Cantere 
 bury,and the Afternoons, Geneva. 


In 
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in theſe Sermons there was lit- 
tle of bitterneſ{e, but each party 
brought all the Reaſons he was 
able to prove his Adverſaries Opi- 
nion, Erroneous. And thus 1t con- 
ed a long time, till the Oppa- 
{itions became lo viſible, and the 
Conſequences ſo dancerous, eſpe- 
cially in that place, thar the pru- 
dent Archbiſhop put a ſtop to 
Mr. Trevers his Preaching, by a po- 
GriveProhibition: And Mr. Trevers 
Appeal'd and Petition d Her Ma- 
jelty and Her Privy Council to 
have it recalled , where he met 
with many akciſtino Friends; but 
they were not able to prevail with 
or againlt the Archbilhop, whom 
the Queen had intruſted with all 
Church-power ; and he had re- 
ceived {o fair a Teſtimony of 
Mr. Foekers Principles, and of his 
Lear- 
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Learning and Moderation, that 
he withftood all Sollicitations. 
Bur the denying this Petition of ; 
Mr. Trevers was unpleaſant to di- + 
vers of his Party, and the Reaſon- 
ableneis of1t became art laſt to be 
ſo magnified by them and many 
others, as never to be anſwered; 
{o that intending the Biſhops and 
Mr. Hokers dilgrace, they procu- 
red it to be privately printed, and 
ſcattered abroad : and then 
Mr. Hooker was forced to appear 
publickly, and print an Anlwer 
ro it, which he did, and Dedica- |! 
ted it to the Archbiſhop; and it | 
proved ſo full an Anſwer, to have 
in it fo muchotclearReaſon, and 
w:iit with fo much Meeknels and 
Majeſty of Style, that the Biſhop 
began to wonder at the Man, to 
rejoyce that he had appearcd in 
h1s 
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his Cauſe, and dildained not car- 
neſtly to beg his Friendſhip, even 
- a familiar Friendſhip with a man 
of ſo much quier Learning and 
Humility. 

To enumerate the many parti- 
cular points, in which Mr. Hooker 
and Mr. Trevers. diflented, would 
proveat leaſt tedious; and there- 
tore I {hall impoſe upon my Rea- 
) derno more than two,which ſhall 
immediately follow. 

Mr. Trevers excepted againſt 
' Mr. Hocker, for that in one of his 
Sermons he declared, That the aſſu- 
rance of what we believe by the Word of 

(50d, 15 not to us ſo certain as that Which 
' We perceive by ſenſe. And Mr. Hooker 
 confeſleth he ſaid fo; and endea- 
 vours to jultihe it by the Reaſons 
following.

The Sermon that gave num the 
cauſe of this his Juftihcartion 
makes the Cale more plain, by de- 
claring that there 15 beſides this Cer 
tainty of Evidence, a Certainty of 4d 
herence: 1g which having molt cx- 
cellently demonſtrated what the 
Certainty of Adherence is, he makes 
this comfortable uleof it, © Com-

*rhey have their Adherence ; the 
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© Holy Spirit hatn his private- opera-

Mr. Hooker was alfo acculed by 
Mr. Treyers, tor that he in one of 
his Sermons had declared, that he 
doubted not but that God was merciful 
to many of our fore-fathers living i 
Popiſh Superſtition, for as much as 
they Simned ienorantly : and Mr. 
Hooker in his anſwer profeſleth it 
to be his Judgement, and de- 
clires his Reaſons for this Chart- 
table opinion to be as tollow- 
eth.

Andlam glad of this tair 
occa{ion, to teſtifhe the Dove-like 
remper of this meek, this match- 
Icfle man; and doubcleſfle if Al- 
mighty God had bleſt the Diſſen- 
ters from the Ceremoniedand t6-? 
ſcipline of this Church, with a 
like mealureof Wiſdome and Hu- 
mality, inſtead of cheir pertinaci- 
ous zele, then Obedience & Truth 
had kifled each other ; then Peace 
and Piety had flourithed in our 
Nation, and this Church and 
State had been bleſt like Jeruſalem - 
that 1sat unity with it (elf, which 
can never be expected, till God 
ſha!l blefle the common people

And this allo may be worthy 
of noting, T har theſe Exceptions 
of Mr. Trevers againſt Mr, Hooker, 
were the caule of his tran cribing 
ſeyerall of his Sermons, which we 
now ſee printed with his Books;of 
his Anſwer to Mr.Trevers, his Sup- 
plication, and of his moſt learn-

Aitter the publication of his an- 
{wer to the Petition of Mr. Tre-

the Temple that were zealous for 
Mr. Tfevers and for his Church 
Diſcipline - inſomuch that 
though Mr. Trevers left the place, 
yet the ſeeds of Difcontent could 
not be rooted out of that Society, 
by the great Reaſon, and asgreat 
Meckneſs of this humble man : 
tor though the chiet Benchers 
gave him much Reverence and 
lncouragement, yet he there met 
with many neglects and oppoll- 
tions by thoſe of Mr. Trevers 
Judgenrent ; inſomuch chat it 
turned to his extreme grief and 
that he might unbeguile and win 
them, he deſigned to write a delt- 
berate (ober Treatiſe of the Chur:

whoſe eyes in the Humility of his Heart 
were always caſt down to the ground. 
bow all thinss that proceeded from him 
were breathed as from the Spirit of- 
Love, as if he, like the Bird of the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt, the Dove, had wanted oall, 
let thoſe that Knew him not in hs 
Perſon, Judge by theſe living Images 
of his foul, his Writmgs. 

The foundation of theſe Books 
were laid in the Temple ; bur he 


tound it no tit place to f:nifh whac

fore ſolicited the Arch Biſhop for 
a remove, ſaying, When Tloſt the 
freedom of my Cell, which was my Col- 
lege, yet 1found ſome degree of it im my 
quiet Country \Parſonage : but I am 
weary of the noiſe and oppoſitions of this 
place ; And mdeed God and Nature did 
not intend me for Contentions, but. for

About 
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_ Abour this time the Parſonage 
or Rectory of Boſcum, in the Dio- 
cels of Sarum, and {1x miles trom 
thar City, became void. The Br- 
ihop of Sarwn is Patron of it, bur 
in the vacancy of that Sea (which 
was three years betwixt the death 
of Biſhop Peirce and Bithop Cald- 
wells admilsion into 1t) the dil- 
polal of thatand all Benehces be- 
longing co that Sea, during this 
laid vacancy, came to be diſpoled 
ol by the Archbiſhop of Canterbu- 
ry, and he preſented Richard Fok- 
ertoitinthe year 1591. And Ri 
chard Hooker was allo in this ſaid 
year Inſtituted, July 17. to be a mi- 
nor Prebend of Salisbugy,che Corps 
to it being nether-Favin, about ten 
Nic FSG that City, why Pre- 
bend was of no great value, bur 
intended chietty awakd him ca- 
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pable of a berrer preferment in 
that Church. In this Boſcum he

He left Boſcum in the year 1595.

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by a ſurrender of it into the hands 
of Biſhop Caldwell, and he preſen- 
ted Benjamin Ruſſel, who was In- 
ſtitured into it 23. of June in the 
ſame year. 

The Parſonage of Biſhops Borne 
1n Kent, three miles from Canterbu- 
ry, 1s In that Archbiſhops gifr, but 
in the latter end of the year 1594. 
Doctor Willam Redman the Rector 
of it was made Biſhop of Norwich, 
by which meansthe power of pre- 
ſenting to it was pro ea vice 1n the 
Queen ; and (he preſented Richard 
Hooker, whom ſhe loved wet}, ro 
this good living of Boyne the 7. of 
July 1595. in which Living he 
continued till his Death, with- 
out any addition of Dignity or 
Profit.

In the Year 1600, and of his 
Age 46, he fell into a long and 
ſharp. Sicknels, occaſioned by a 
Cold taken in his Paſſage berwixt 
Londm and Graveſend, from the 
Malignity of which he was never 
recovered, for till his death he 


was not free from thoughttul 
L Days 
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Days and reſtleſs Nights; but a 
{ubmilsion to his Will that makes 
the Sick mans Bed eaſie by giving | 
reſt to his Soul, made his very | 
Languiſhment comfortable : and | 
yetall this time he was lolicitous | 
in his Study, and ſaid often to | 
Dr. Saravia, (who ſaw him daily, Þ 
and was the chief Comtort of his | 
Lite) That he did not beg a Long life 
of God for any other reaſon, but to live | 
to finiſh his three remaining Books of | | 
POLITNI; and then, Lord, let thy | 
Servant lepart i Mm peace, which was | 
his uſual Expreſsion. And God | 
heard his Prayers, though he de-| 
nied the Church the Benefit of | 
them as completed by himſelf, | 
and 'tis thought he haſtened hid 
own Death, by haſtening to give| 
Life to his Books. Bur this is 
certain, that the nearer he was to 


his 
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his Death, the more he grew in 
Hlunmulity, 1n holy Thoughts and Re- 
folutions. 

About a moneth before his 
death, this Good man, that never 
knew, or at leaſt never conf1der'd, 
the pleaſures of the Palate, became 
firſt co loſe his Appetite, then ro 
haveanaverſnelsrto all Food; 1in- 
fomuch that he ſeem'd to live 
ſome intermitted weeks by the 
imell of Meat onely; and yer ſtill 
ſtudied and writ. And now his 
Guardian Angel ſeem'd to foretell 
| him, that theday of his Diffolu- 
-| tiondrew near; for which his vi- 
f | gorous Soul appear'd to thirſt. 
In this time of his Sickneſs, and 
Sl not manydays before his Death, 
ef his Houſe was robb'd; of which 
SF he having notice, his Queſtion 
Of was, Are my Books and written Papers 
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ſafe? and being anſwered that they 
"Were; his Reply was, then it matters | 
not, for no other loſs can trouble me. 
Abour one day before his death. 
Dr. Saravia, who knew the very 
Secrets of his Soul, (for they were 
ſuppoſed tobe Conteſlors ro each 
other) came to him, andAafter a 
Conference of the Benefit, the 
_ Necelsity ,and Safety of the Chur- 
ches Ablſolution, it was reſolved 
the Doctor ſhould give him both 
that and the Sacrament the day 
following. To which end the 
Doctor came, and after a ſhort 
Retirement and Privacy they re- 
turn'd to the Company, and then | 
the Doctor gave him and ſome 
Friends with him the bleſſed Sa- 
e-ament ofthe Body and Bloud of | 
our Jeſus. Which being per- | 
tormed, the DoCtor thought he 
> aw 
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ſaw a reverend Gaity and Joy in. 
his Face; bur it laſted nor long, 
for bis bodily Infirmities did re- 
turn ſuddenly, and became more 
viſible, inſomuch that the Doctor 
apprehended Death ready to ſeize 
him ; yer, after ſome amendment, 
lefc him at night, with a promiſe 
to return early che day following, 
which hedid, and then found him 
better in appearance, deep in 
Contemplation, and nor incl1- 
nable to Diſcourſe; which gave 
the DoCtor occaſ1on to require his 


preſent Thoughts: to which he 


replied, that he was meditating the 
Number and Nature of Angels, and 
their bleſſed Obedience and 0 der.

D Nd now having by a 
& long and Laborious 
| WV lſcarch (arished my elf, 
dats. andTI hope my Reader 
| by1imparting to him the true re- 
lation of Mr. Hookers Life: Iam 
deſirous allo to acquaint him 
with ſome Obſervations that re- 
latetoit, and which could not 
properly tall ro be ſpoken ill at- 
ter his Dearh, of which my Rea- 
der may expe a brief and true 
AC- 
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account in the following Appen- 
dix. 
And firſt it is not to be doubt- 
ed butthat he died in the forty- 
ſeventh, if not in the forty-fixc 
year of his Age; which I menti-

Hooker was buried, his Death is

This alſo 1s one of thoſe points, 
which I am defirous you ſhould 
handle moſt eftectually, and ſtrain 
your ſelf therein to all points of 
motion and affection, as in that 
of the Browniſts, to all ſtrength 
and finews of reaſon. This is a 
ſort moſt damnable, and yet by | 
the general {u{pition ofthe world | 
at this day molt common. The 
cauſes of 1t,which areinthe parties | 
rhemlſelves, although you handle 
in the beginning of the fiſt Book, | 
yet here again they may be touch- | 
ed, but the occafions of help and | 
furtherance, which by the Refor- | 
mers have been yielded unto 

_ them, | 
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them, are, as I conceive, two, 


ſenſeleſs Preaching, and diſgracing of 
the Miſtry; tor how ſhould nor 
men dare toimpugn that, which 
neither by force of Reaſon, nor 
by Authority of Perſons is main- 
rained? Bur in the parties them- 
ſelves theſe two Caules I conceive 
of Atheiſm, 1. more aboundance 
ef Wicthen Judgement, and of 
Witty than Judicious Learning, 
whereby they are more inclined 
to contradict any thing, than 
willing to be informed of the 
truth. They are not theretore 
men of ſound Learning for the 
molt part, but Smatterers; neither 
is their kind of Diſpute ſo much 
by force of Argument, as by Scot- 
fhing ; which humour of fcothng, 
and turning matters molt ſerious 
into merriment, is,now become 
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fo common, as we arc not to miar- 
yail whar the Prophet means by 


the jeat of Scorners, nor what the 


Apoltles by foretelling of Scorers 
to come, our own age hath verift- 
edtheir ſpeech unto us ; which 
alſo may be an Argument again(T 
theſe Scoffers and Atheiſts rhem- 
{elves, ſeeing it hath been ſo ma- 
ny ages ago foretold, that ſuch 
men the later days of the world 
{ſhould afford, which could not 
be done by any other Spirit, ſave 
that whereunto things future and 
preſent are alike, And even: for 
the main queſtion of the Reſur- 
rection, whereat they ſtick fo 
mightily, was it not plainly fore- 
told, that men ſhould in the latrer 
times lay, Where ts the promiſe of his 
coming ? Againſt the Creation, the 
Ark, and diyers other points, ex- 

— CePtlons 
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ceptions are faidto be taken ; the 
ground whereof 1s ſuperfluity of 
| Wir, wichour ground of Learning 

and Judgement. A ſecond cauſe 
of Atheiſm is Senſuality, which 
maketh men defirous to remove 
all flops and impediments of their 
wicked life; among which becauſe 
Religion is the chiefelt, ſo as nei- 
| ther in this life without ſhame 
| they can perſiſt cherein,nor(if that 
betrue) without Torment in the 
like to come, they whet their wits 
ro annthilate the joys of Heaven, 
wherein they lee (if any luch be) 
they can have no part, and like- 
wiſe the pains cf Hell, whercin 
their portion mult needs be very 
great. They labour therefore,nor 
that chey may not deſerve thole 
pains, but that delerving them, 


\ there may be no ſuch pains to 
() 3 ſeize 
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- But what con- 
ceit can be imagined more baſe, 
than that man ſhould ſtrive to 
perſuade himlfelt even againſt the 
ſecret Inſtin& (no doubt) of his 
own Mind, that his Soul is as the 
* MN Soul of a Beaſt, mortal and corrup- 
ol | tible with the Body?Againſt which 
Y | barbarous Opinion their own A- 
i Wh theiſm 1s a very ſtrong Argument. 
"hah For were not the Soul a Nature 


ſeize upon them ; 


& of ſeparable from the Body, how | 
# could ir enter into diſcourſe of | 
#.| things merely Spiritual, and no- 


thing at all pertaining to the Bo- 
dy * Surely the Soul were not able 
ro conceive any thing of Heaven, |\ 
no not ſo much as to diſputc 
againſt Heayen and againſt God, 
ifthere were not init ſomewhar 
Heavenly and derived from God. 
The laſt which have received 


{ren oth 
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ſtrength and encouragement from 
the Retormers are Papiſts ; againſt 
whom although they are molÞbit- 
ter Enemies, yet unwittingly they 
have given them great advantage. 
For what can any Enemy rather 
defire than the Breach and Diflen- 
tion of thoie which are Confede- 
rates agiinit him? Wherein they 
areto! remember, that 1f our Com- 
munion with Papifts 3 in ſome fery 
Ceremonies do ſo much ſtreng- 
then them as Is pretended, how 
much more doth this Div:f1on and 
Rear UMONY, OUT ſelves, elpecially 
leeing 1 ITS maintained to DEC, NOL 
In light matters onely, but evenin 
marter of Faith and Salvation? 
Which @ever-reaching Speech of 
theirs, becauſe it is fo open to ad- 
vantage for the Barrowiſt and the 
Papiſt we are to wiſh and hope 

O 4 for, 
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for, that they will acknowledgeir | 
co have been ipoken rather in heat | 
of Afﬀection, than with ſoundneſs | 
of Judgment, and through their 
exceeding loveto that Creature of | 


Dilcipline which themlelves have 
bred, nouriſhed, and maintained, 
their mouth in commendation of 


Her did ſoon overflow. 

From hence you may procced 
(but the means of connexion I 
| leave to your felt) ro another dil- 
F courſe, which I think very meet 
ro be handled either here or elſe- 
where ar large, the parts whereof 
may be thele., 1. That in this 
cauſe between them and us, men 
areto ſever the proper and eflen- 
tial points and controverſy, from 

thoſe which are accidental. The 
molt eſſential and proper aretheſe 
:80, overthrow of Epilcopal, e-

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re&tion of Presbyterial Authority. 
But in theſe two points whoſo- 


ever joyncth with them 1s ac- 


compred of their number ; who- 
ſoever in all other points agreeth 
with them, yet thinketh the Au- 
thority of Biſhops not unlawful, 
and of Elders not neceflary, may 
juſtly be ſevered from their reti- 
nue. Thoſe things therefore 
which either in the Perſons, orin

are faulty, may be complained on, 
acknowledged and amended ; yet 
they no whic the nearer their main 
purpoſe ; for what 1t all ertors 
by them luppoled | in our Liturgy 
were amended, even according to 
their own hearts delire ? it Non- 
refidence, Pluralitics, and the like, 
were uttet iy taken away?

ther State by depraving the pre- 
lent : Soinall Cauſes belonging 
either to Church or Common- 
wealth, we are to have regard 
what mind the Complaining part 
doth bear, whether of Amend- 
ment or Innovation, and accor- 
dingly either to {uffer or ſuppreſs 
it, Their Objection therelore is 
frivolous, Why may not men 
ſpeak againſt Abuſes? Yes, but 
with defire to cure the Part at- 
tected, not to deſtroy the Whole. 
2. A ſecond fault 1s 1n their Man- 
ner of Complaining, not onely 
becauſe it is for the moſt part in 
bicter and reprochtul Terms, bur 
allo itisto the Common people, 
who are Judges incompetent and 
inluficiear, both to determine any 
thing amiſs, and for want of Skill 
and Authority to amend it, Which 
allo 
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alſo diſcovereth their Intent and 
Purpoſe to be rather Deſtructive 
than Corrective. 3. Thirdly,thoſe 
very Exceptions which they take 
are frivolous and 1mpertinent : 
Some things indeed they accuſe as 
impious, which if they may ap- 
pear to be ſuch, God forbid they 
{hould be maintained. 

Againlt the reſt ic is onely alle- 
ged, that they are Idle Ceremonies 
wichout uſe, and that better and 
more prokcable might be deviled. 
Wherein they are doubly decetv d; 
for neither 1s 1t a (ſufficient Plea to 
{ay, This muſt give place, becauſe 
a Better may be deviſed ; becauſe 
in our Judgments of Better and 
Worle, we oftentimes conceive 
amiſs, when we compare thoſe 
things which are in Deviſe, with 
choſe whicharein Practice, for the 
Im: 
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Imperfe&ttons of the one are hid, till by 
Time and T r1al they be diſcovered. The 
others are already manitelt and 
opento all. Bur laſtot all, (which 
1s a Pointin my Opinion of great 
regard,and which I am defirous ro 
have enlarg'd) they do not {ee that 
for the molt part when they ſtrike 
at the Stare Eccleſiaſtical, they e- 
cretly wound the CivilState : for 
Perſonal faults, What can be ſaid 
againſt the Church, Which may not alfo 
agree tothe Commonwealth * In both 
States Men havealways been, and 
will be always, Men, ſometimes 
blinded with Errour, moſt com- 
| monly perverted by Paſs1ons : ma- 
' ny Unworthy have been and are 
advanced in both, many Worthy 
not regarded. And as for Abules 
which they pretend to be in the 
Laws themſelves, when they in- 
| yelo hh 
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veigh againft Non-reſidence, do they 
take it a matter Jawtul or expedi- 
ent in the Civil State fora man to 
have agreat and gaintul Office in 
the North, himlelt continually re- 
j maining in the South ? He that hath 
i; Wh an Office, let him attend hs Office. 
When they condemn Plurality of 
Wat 1! | Livings Spiritual to the pit of 
. i Hell, what think they of Inhaite of 
Ft! Temporal Promotions ? By the 
great Philoſopher Pol.lib.2.c.9. it is 
forbidden as a thing moſt dange- 
rous to Commonwealths, that by 
the ſame man many great Offices 
ſhould be exerciled. When they 
deride our Ceremonies as vain 
and frivolous, were it hard to ap- 
ply their Exceptions even to thoſe 
Civil Ceremonies, which at the 
Coronation,in Parliament, and all 


Courts of Juſtice, are uſed ? Were 
my : 
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It hard co argue even againft Cir- 
cumciſion, the Ordinance of God, 
as being a cruel Ceremony? againſt 
the Paſſeover, as being ridiculous ? 
ſhould be girr, a Staff in their 
hand, to eata Lamb ? 

T conclude; you may exhort 
the Clergy, (or what it you direct 
your Concluſion not tothe Clergy 
in genera] ,bur only td the Learned 
in or of both Univerſities?) you 
may exhort them to a due Conli- 
deration of all things, and ro a 
right Eſteem and Valuing of each 
thing in that degree W. ESE2 It 
ought to ſtand. For it oftentimes 
falleth our, that what Mea have 
either devidad themlelves,or great- 
ly delighted i in, the Price —— the 
Excellency thereofthey do admire 
above deſert. The chieteſt Labour 
ofa Chriſtian ſhould be ro know ;

childiſh. 
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
